Against republican in- 
stitutions, has been so far successfully re- 
sisted, that a united effort, if now mado on 
the part of tho north, must shortly result 
in the .accomplishment of ;the object, for 
which the freomcn of tho northern states 
first buckled on their armor, it is olfar to 
your memorialists that tho issue now sub- 
mitted to tho^rbitrimnnt of tho sword, is 
of the most vital importance to tho cause 
of civil liberty throughout the world, and 
for all timo to come ; and that, should tho 
north now fail in securing tho object for 
which tho contest is being carrieu on by 
its patriotic zeal, tho ruin of both sections 
will bo tho inevitable result.
